11, FINE ARTS COMMISSION 


a. GENERAL, Under the general direction of the Deputy Director for Administration, the 
Fine Arts Commission advises the Director of Central Intelligence on esthetic matters 
relating to the Headquarters Building and grounds. 


b, PURPOSE. The Fine Arts Commission is concerned particularly with the yisual aspects of 
- public areas in the Headquarters Building; for example, the display of art or proposed 
changes in furnishings or color schemes. The commission coordinates suggestions concerning 
the appearance of the Headquarters Building and may recommend action relating to the 
enrichment of the work environment. The commission also is available to Agency 
components located in other buildings for consultation on such matters. 


c. RESPONSIBILITIES 
(1) The Deputy Director for Administration will appoint the chairman and members of the 
Fine Arts Commission who will serve in addition to their other duties. Appointment is 
based on qualifications rather than organizational representation. 

(2) The Deputy Director for Intelligence, Deputy Director for Science and Technology, 
Deputy Director for Operations, and the Heads of Independent Offices will submit to 
' the Deputy Director for Administration the names and qualifications of Agency 
personnel who have shown an interest in serving on the commission and have the 

capability of artistic expression. : 
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
